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Canada’s Price 
For Wheat 


The Toronto Globe and Mail is 
conducting an editorial campaign 
calculated to influence the Wheat 
Board into cutting the price of Can- 
adian wheat, It argues that the 
United States will be more competi- 
tive next year when the support price 
for wheat in that country drops to 
$1.81 a bushel and the proper move 
for the Canadian Wheat Buard to 
make is to slash prices now and get 
rid of the grain, 

Actually Canadian wheat is lavor- 
ably priced compared with United 
States wheat, But the Wheat Board 
is not empowered to give our wheat 
away, or dispose of the same for 
for foreign currencies, such as the 
U.S. Commodity Credit Corporation 
is now doing. It is plain, from ‘he 
evidence given by George Mclvor, 
chief commisioner of the Wheat 
Board, before the Agriculture Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, 
that if Canada started a wheat price 
war the Untied States would launch 
an overwhelming counter offensive. 
In the US. the federal treasury 
would carry the losses. 1a Canada 
the wheat farmers would be the 
losers, 

The billion bushels of wheat «more 
or less) in the hands of the USS. 
Commodity Credit Corporation has 
been. bought at farm prices ranging 
from $2.06 to better than $2.20 a 
bushel. ‘The $1.81 support price, 
if congress accpts it, will be only 
for wheat deliveries from the 1956 
crop, If the C.C.C, would sell the 
wheat it now owns at anything like 
the price paid for it, Canada’s wheat 
would be a real bargain. 

The Globe and Mail does not seem 
to understand that the floor price 
in the United States is a national 
average farm price. The initial 
Wheat Board price in Canada, name- 
ly $1.40, is for 1 Northern wheat at 
the terminal, or around $1.23 in Al- 
berta. The Wheat Board priced for 
1 Northern, basis the terminal, for 
deliveries from the 1953 crop was 
only around $1.56. How much lower 
does the Toronto paper want the 
price of western wheat to go? 

If prices of the goods and services 
farmers have to buy would drop, the 
wheat farmers would not mind & 
lower price. What about agitating 
for lower prices for farm machinery, 
clothing, boots and shoes, and all the 
range of things that farm people 
must buy? Prevailing prices for 
many such manufactured goods are 
higher in Canada than in other 
countries. But tariffs protect the 
munufacturers. 

It is not difficult for an editorial 
writer on the staff of the Globe and 
Mail to sit down in his Toronto of- 
fice and tell the Wheat Board to cut 
the price of wheat. It’s always easy 
to advise the “other fellow” to cut 
prices, But we'll venture to say that 
the Globe and Mail hasn't ‘and 
won't) cut its advertising rates or 
subscription price.

Motor accidents in Alberta de- 
creased during the first six months 
of this year but the death toll and 
number of persons injured show in- 
creases, according to a summary of 
reports to June 30 compiled by the
